RAWING the child’s natural means 
expression. loves make pic- 
tures his daily experiences, stories, 
and myths. well-recognized 
fact that many things can described more 
clearly drawing than words. When 
realize that the majority objects that are made 
are first conceived the mind and the mental 
image transferred paper means sketch, 
appreciate the value drawing means 
communicating ideas form and color. 
were taught with the same persistence through 
the grades language, the pupil would leave

crude symbols they are spontaneous and generally 
very expressive essentials. The symbolic 
character these early drawings (Figs. and 
Plate similar that the primitive races 
(see Figs. and Plate While this primitive 
form expression most interesting and 
keeping with the undeveloped child mind and 
limited technical ability, should expect 
gradual improvement through proper guidance 
keep pace with the improvement other 
subjects the school curriculum. 

When the child acquires more knowledge 
the facts form and color through observation 
and develops co-ordination between the mind 
and the motor muscles through practice repre- 
senting the visual image, his pictures will take 
more the truth representation. The 
chief purpose drawing, then, should 
develop such power visualization and delinea- 
tion form and color will improve results 
illustrative drawing, i.e., the exercises object 
drawing should related those free expres- 
sion. Care should observed that spontaneity 
and originality the expression the picture 


are not discouraged too much insistence upon 
mechanical accuracy the drawing 
standardizing the arrangement the composition. 
Teachers should appraise the results from the 
standpoint the child’s limitations. They 
should satisfied the drawings show gradual 
improvement form, color, and composition. 
primary importance that each child ex- 
presses his own conception the subject that 
each drawing will different. Any attempt 
have children express the teacher’s conception 
through the influence blackboard drawing 
dictation will stifle freedom and individuality 
and the results will purely mechanical copies.

WHEN drawing the face the child never 
satisfied omit the features. Rather 
than discourage this tendency, should teach 
him how draw the head and features properly. 
indeed surprising how his drawings will 
improve following few lessons drawing heads 
and faces. First, have several children stand 
before the class and study the shape the head. 
The children will realize that the face not 
circle but more like oval; that the eyebrows 
are located about halfway between the top the 
head and the point the chin; that the nostrils 
are half the distance between eyes and chin; that 
the line the mouth halfway between nostrils 
and the point chin, and that the top the 
ears line with the eyebrow. Follow these 
observations practice drawing the oval for 
the head and locate the features the steps 
indicated Figs. 15, 16, 17, 18, 19, 20, and 21, 
Plate 

Little children love draw animals and such

method procedure illustrative draw- 

ing will vary somewhat according the 
subject illustrated. When the theme 
story, the teacher should first select and read 
subject appropriate for the grade and arouse 
interest inviting the co-operation the chil- 
dren who assume the characters the story and 
act out some important incident indicated 
the children. typical example, let assume 
that “Little Red Riding the subject 
illustrated.

For the second and third inci- 
dents, involving the wolf, would necessary 
for the children gain knowledge the appear- 
ance this animal from pictures, following 
which they may also make sketches from the 
pictures preparation for the lesson illus- 
tration. the latter exercise, however, the 
drawing should free expression the imagi- 
nation and the drawing Red Riding Hood and 
the wolf made from memory. survey the 
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class results important means developing 
better sense proportion, arrangement and 
color. The children take delight comparing 
and selecting those pictures that seem them 
tell the story best. should take advantage 
this interest and intelligent questioning 
stimulate discussion those pictures which 
have the best proportion, arrangement and 
color.

principle dominance and subordination, i.e., 
the most important object objects 
picture forming center interest must 
emphasized through size, position, and color. 


comparing the illustrations two different 
interpretations Red Riding Hood children 
(Figs. and Plate II), quite apparent that 
the figure the little girl and the wolf, the chief 
objects which form the center interest, are 
duly emphasized the latter drawing through 
size and position. This makes more forceful 
appeal than Fig. and good illustration 
dominance principality pictorial composi- 
tion. Thus see the importance placing 
the object objects forming the center interest 
well the foreground the picture and making 
them dominate through size. 
large way. better include fewer 
objects the picture and give more attention 
their arrangement than crowd many small figures 
without emphasis. 
Another principle composition which even 
the youngest child can grasp balance. Evi- 
dently the young artist who composed the. picture 
Fig. Plate II, had strong sense formal 
balance, which accounts for his placing the 
chicken coop the center the picture and 
balancing the two figures either side. Judged 
from the standpoint composition, this arrange- 
ment divides the picture halves and the interest 
divided, making the effect the whole monot- 
onous. Each figure equal importance and 
thus dominance has been violated. This defect 
more apparent when compare this picture 
with Figs. and which there one center 
interest, the figure the woman feeding her 


chickens. Fig. the emphasis has been 
achieved through the placing and size the 
principal figure and thus the woman attracts 
our attention first and from that observe the 
chickens which form part the center 


interest. Notice how well the tree, the fence, and 
the chicken coop have been subordinated. Then, 
too, how much more interesting the problem

Sometimes drawing may very expressive 
the idea, full spontaneity and good color 
but obviously weak proportion. The teacher 
should see that children who produce such 
work are given opportunities redraw the 
picture after they have discovered the mistake. 
Very satisfactory pictures are made the first 
and second grades without perspective far and 
near. However, children readily grasp the idea 
that distance makes objects appear smaller. 
This phenomenon may pointed out pictures 
and then observed out doors. may 
brought when needed subjects involve 
objects distance such the houses Figs.

should means limit illustrative 
drawing story themes, for personal experiences

The garden was terraced above 
and these terraces were fastened umbrellas 
for play houses and under them were busy 
children with dishes, dolls, and playthings, having 
wonderfully happy time. Everything seemed 
glorious but was not part it. first 
fears stood the way. was able watch the 
others, desired most heartily play with these 
happy, talking children, but was too timid 
venture and really did not know how it. 
Finally was left alone, the children going into 
the house and then indeed was broken-hearted, 
rescued last kind-hearted little girl whose 
party think was. What child tragedy 
find one’s self part social whole and yet 


too inexperienced and timid unite with it, and 
isolated! 


One more picture mind; vague memory 
like that story partly forgotten. One day 
was taken servant German house where 
saw typical German kitchen, strange and 
interesting place child, with all its unusual 
fittings and alien faces. How know was 
typical German kitchen? Because only when 
saw them Germany did know that had had 
experience. 


All early experiences end here, for 
fourth summer left our house and the 
surroundings have been writing and went 
East with maternal grandfather. 
missed the boat, owing some mistake 
father’s. the stress the moment, heard 
him blamed for and world values received 
shock. That father should blamed 
for anything was unthinkable. 


traveled train instead the boat 
and felt that some way were not 
and ought not there. belonged the 
boat, not there, therefore did not lean back 
seat nor allow hat removed, expect- 
ing some catastrophe similar others had 
experienced when went wrong places—so 
much for the words elders prejudicing child. 
was persuaded relax but one was aware 
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real difficulties: only the great sympathy 
and gentleness mother finally prevailed. 


next memories are those grand- 

father, his home and family—a large grown- 
family. sister and were cared for 
our aunts, who had quite definite ideas how 
treat us, and how should behave. now 
came under new regime, with new ways doing 
things, certain behaviours expected, politeness, 
good manners, constant supervision, many things 
which had never heard introduced,—a nap 
the afternoon, followed fresh dresses, stock- 
ings, slippers; one foot never placed over the 
other for fear soiling the immaculate stockings. 
Oh, the difficulty adjusting one’s self this 
prison house, with nevertheless such unmistakable 
love prompting it! All forgotten when, inter- 
vals, had possession our adored grandfather, 
charming English gentleman who was full 
affection and consideration for us. memory 
still fills heart overflowing and with love 
and longing—for one more glimpse him. 
the college and walk home with him after 
office hours was one our delights. The office 
connected with high, dark room filled with 
dusty, musty books. All the shelves seemed 
filled with them and quite uninteresting, 
but the top one case was bright bit color 
and climbing, some one would produce for 
two three quite different books.

MAGAZINE

school manners, her own home using her 
dining-room and sometimes other rooms for the 
daily lessons. had morning exercises 
reading the Bible, recitation the psalms and 
hymns and deeply reverential prayers. Then 
followed marching and school recitations and 
study. The rigid dignity this tall and graceful 
figure was like picture from the early nineteenth 
century artists. Her hair was dressed Jenny 
Lind wore hers. dress, black gray, with 
its white bertha, made her seem like some carved 
figure. watched and waited for what she would 
me.

Particularly should the teaching arithmetic 
the first grade have for its goal the linking 
abstract idea with concrete life experience 
the child’s day. The problems first-grade 
arithmetic which follow were planned and have 
been successfully used for developing number 
feeling the first grade. They make arithmetic 
life subject and consequently have their place 
the impressionable early years. 

necessary factor the child’s school life 
his feeling for regularity and promptness, and 
this has developed through his interest his 
class. The little child essentially rather 
irregular personality, not yet having shed the 
babyhood wings that took him here and there 
pinions changing interest. But pride the 
record his class and the teaching arithmetic 
involving numbers fifty may combined 
the following problem. 

Rule space the blackboard for keeping 
record attendance and the number children 
who reach school time. Tell the children 
that when the entire class present numbers 
fifty and the same time write this figure the 
blackboard. Ask how many children are present, 
and select child who can count them. Another 
child writes the number present the black- 
board.

bers fifty, gives opportunity for developing 
number succession. 


problems, their objectives, practice, 
and the progression mathematics they 
develop, are continued the child’s most 
interesting daily doings the first grade. Each 
has the same method development, particular 
number concept taught, the linking this 
idea with concrete experience child life 
school, and means for making application 
the mathematics. The problems which follow 
are divided into the briefest possible directions 
for the use the teacher. 

THe The mathe- 
matics include counting fifty, writing numbers 
one hundred, counting twos one hundred, 
something the comparative value numbers 
one hundred, and the beginning systematic 
arrangement. 

Development: How many children remembered 
use their toothbrushes this morning? Let 
count the number. How many children know 
that not good for drink tea coffee for 
breakfast? How many clean faces have we?

Write the answers all 
these questions the blackboard have the 
children this soon they can.

Begin with five blocks and in- 
crease the number fast the children grasp 
the idea.

Development: Give each child square 
colored paper and suggest that fold and cut 
one diagonal.

wonder some you can help telling the 
numbers your houses, that shall not have 
look them up. Kenneth, where you live? 
Can you show the board how seventy- 
looks? Continue with other children. 

Let one child write the number his house 
the board and another read it.

little boy, attending the grammar 

school which his uncle was head- 
master, meant rambles through English wood- 
land with sketchbook under his arm, climbing 
fences, and holiday trips along the dusty roads 
Sudbury Suffolk, his birthplace and 
recorded that one day after his father had 
refused give his permission for holiday, 
Master Tom, nothing daunted, wrote 
slip paper the usual formula, “Give Tom 
and cleverly added his father’s 
signature that was excused 
His father learned the deception and exploded, 
“Tom will hung,” but when the lad returned 
with book full springtime sketches, his father 
announced, will genius.” His mother, 
who accomplished painter flowers, was 
her son’s chief inspirer. The elder Gainsborough, 
cloth manufacturer and merchant, did brisk 
business and went Holland for the 
purpose smuggling, practice countenanced 
that time. These trips The Netherlands may 
have been responsible for the Dutch influence 
apparent the painter’s early work. 

All the nine Gainsborough children were 
given good education and was decided that 
Thomas, the youngest, should London 
when was fifteen. was put the care 
silversmith who introduced him the engraver, 
Hubert Gravelot, with whom studied drawing 
three years found him under 
Frank Hayman St. Martin’s Lane Academy. 
Then set studio his own; but this 
venture was unsuccessful and the nineteen-year- 
old painter went home Sudbury and his beloved 
woods. One day young woman walked through 
the forest where was sketching and Gains- 
borough transferred her beauty his canvas. 
the completion this portrait Margaret 
Burr, the two were engaged. They soon married 
and settled down happily the bride’s income 
two hundred pounds year. 

The young painter devoted all his energies 
technic for fifteen years. study Van Dyck 
opened his eyes what paint could do. 
streaked, scratched and rubbed, working with 
long handled brushes gain under surface 
effect which would depict depth and trans- 
parent quality flesh rather than external 
appearance.

1774 Gainsborough was,a formidable rival 
Sir Joshua Reynolds. With his wife and two 
daughters went London, where King George 
III commissioned him paint the royal portraits. 
This was signal for the fashionable world 
follow the example their court and resulted 
lifelong prosperity for the painter. 

The success Gainsborough’s two hundred and 
twenty portraits never diminished his love 
nature. His outdoor studies attracted little 
attention this time but because them 
has been called the father modern landscape 
painting. temperamental artist gave away 
his canvases recklessly; never signed land- 
scapes, and portraits only once twice. 

Beauty the motive Gainsborough’s art. 
was his only stimulus and set his brain burning 
with creation; painted with decision and 
often astonishing rapidity. For his color har- 
mony Gainsborough relied almost entirely upon 
his sensitive eye. His portrait Master Buttall, 
“The Blue Boy,” bears witness his preference 
for the cool tints gray, yellow, and blue. 

The canvases this master painter glowing 
flesh and waving trees express his own simple, 
lovable personality. had beauty within 
himself, and gave unsparingly others.

Clay Modeling from Solids 


Louise Tessin 


the heart child and stirs his 
imagination way that hardly any 

other form handicraft approaches. 

The possibilities the human, untrained 
hand, however latent, are practically unlimited, 


ODELING clay awakens joy 


‘if the sense touch that underlies our ideas 


form properly exercised and developed 
childhood. The sense touch the fingers acquire 
modeling, the strength gained the muscles 
the hands and arms, the freedom with which 
they are used, are all qualities great importance 
our lives. 

The primary ideas which the teacher should 
keep mind any method theory teaching 
clay modeling small children build 
the mind and train the sense feeling. And 
unwise emphasize too much the technical side 
manipulating the clay, for certain amount 
freedom must given the child develop his 
ideas and ability create with his hands. 

The elementary acts pressing, squeezing, 
and patting the clay are all that are necessary 
first, and the clay will readily respond the 
simple shapes and forms required the lessons.

the Kindergarten Gymnasium 


phase our kindergarten work more 
important than that giving the little 
child’s larger muscles chance exercise and 
develop. But many kindergarten rooms are not 
yet equipped with the necessary apparatus for this 
physical training. have found that possible 
make simple and inexpensive devices which add 
greatly the regular kindergarten equipment. 

Our swing perhaps our most interesting and 
useful piece kindergarten-made gymnastic 
apparatus. required yards one-half inch 
rope, smooth board measuring inches 
inches, three-inch rings and stout iron hooks. 
The hooks are screwed doorway. three- 
fourths inch hole made near each end the 
board.
